Wo are informed by a gentleman of 


N'Uth Carolina, a friend of Wade 
Hampton, and a long-life 
Democrat, 


tliat, in view of the frauds lit fho. re- 
rent election in that state, many of the 
colored voter* have determined to call-n 
convention of negroes, with the avowed 
purpose of petitioning Congress to take 
away from them tho right nf suffrage. 
lho.il! uioti despair of ever giving their 
ballots the effect which the fourteenth 
amendment to the constitution was de- 
signed tu insure. They say that in the 
practical working of negro sullriigo their 
citizenship merely add.s to the strength 
of the Southern democracy in Congress 
and in tho Electoral College, and that 
they would rather be unrepresented in 
tho government than contribute to tho 
power of those whom they regard as en- 
emie.i.

Diphtheria. 


From l!ic (llnliC'Ui'liloerilt. 


The papers received by tho last mail 


from Kuropo mentioned tho death from 
diphtheria of tho Princess Marie, tho 
daughter of the 1'rincess Alice, and ono 
of the twenty-six grandchildren of Queen 
Victoria. 
At tho same time four of tho 


remaining five children of the Princess 
and her husband, Prince Louis of Hessa, 
were seriously ill of the same disease. 
According to the latest telegrams, it 
has just broken out with great violence 
in 
the town of tienova, Now 
York, 


where in tho last week thirty-two chil- 
dren, nearly all between the ages of 10 
and Hi, had died of it. 
This is another 


illustration of the theory now thorough- 
ly recognized in medicine, that new dis- 
liiut-s, or new forms of any disease, are 
constantly cropping out to tax the skill 
of physicians and stimulate all their 
ardor for tho iidvanceinont of -icieneo. 
It is stated upon good aulh-irity that 
but little more than twenty ye-.rs ago 
diphtheria as a distinctive malady was 
scarcely recognized among general prac- 
titioners. It then appears to Imvo been 
almost entirely confined to a singlo dis- 
trict in Franco, and was called "the 
Houlogno sore throat." It soon appeared 
ncarly'in its present form in Norfolk, in 
Kngland, then in Wales, and afterwards 
in London, where it was for a time very 
destructive. 
In the few intervening 


yours it has spread everywhere, attack- 
ing chiefly children, but not sparing 
middle ago, and to this day there is a 
conflict of authority between Kuropean 
physicians upon the i(uestion whether 
it is a disease per *<-, or another and an 


ggravatcd variety j^f croup.
